In sotno purls of tho body the 
number of tubes is even greater; in 
most parts it is less. 
Erasmus Wilson 
estimates that there aro 2800 on every 
squaro inch, on tho averago ; and as 
the total number of such inches is 2500, 
wo arrive ut tho astounding result that, 
spread over tho jsurface of tlie body, 
there nre not less than ticenty-eight miles 
of tvbing, by means of which liquids may 
be secreted, and given off as vapor in
